"The  Use  of  Disinfectants  on  the  Farm"

A  disinfectant  is  not  necessarily  an  "insecticide,"  for  some  powerful 
disinfectants  are  relatively  harmless  to  insects,  and  good  insecticides  may 
be  of  little  value  as  disinfectants.  This  bulletin  indicates  briefly  the 
properties  and  uses  of  some  disinfectants  that  are  commonly  used  about 
the  household  and  the  farm  but  does  not  attempt  to  cover  the  entire  field.
